For the first time since 1932, the 


Republicans have a militant fighting 
minority. 
By combining with the 


conservative Democrats who have 
no love for the New Deal—and there 
are a number of them—they may be 
able to checkmate the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration at many points. 


New Deal Faces Obstacles 


The huge, cumbersome New Deal

day when Premier Edpuard 
Daladier arrived here in the 
midst of a military and naval 
display designed to impress 
Italy -with the armed might 
of the third republic and its 
dependencies. 


"Indissolubly United" 


From the moment he stepped 


ashore from the cruiser Foch at the 
great naval base of Bizerte until he 
reached the Bey of Tunis' imposing 
Bardo palace in this ancient city 
only a few miles from the ruins of 
Carthage, one constant refrain was 
on the premier's lips: 


"France and Tunisia," he said 


again and again, "are indissolubly 
united." 


There was only one contretemps 


to mar the dignity and pomp of the 
reception accorded to the first pre- 
mier of France ever to visit the pro- 
tectorate of Tunisia while in office. 


This occurred when on his arrival 


in the-Bardo'palace grounds, Dala- 
dier brusquely started to step across 
the imaginary boundary line where 
since the fifteenth century it has 
been mandatory for all visitors, re- 
gardless of their rank, to bow in 
obeisance to the bey. 


Makes Sweeping; Bow 


An attache hastily warned the pre- 


mier of the precedent; so closeli 
guarded by Tunisia's titular ruler 
Daladier complied with historic tra- 
dition by making a sweeping bow 
toward the protectorate's hereditary 
sovereign.

less.

The British foreign office, headed 


by Viscount Halifax, ordered an ur- 
gent inquiry into the case. Reports 
from Burgos said the couple were 
taken 
into 
custody in connection 


with generalissimo Francisco Fran- 
co's investigation of suspected anti- 
fascist agents. 


The insurgent probe into espion- 


age activities began following recent 
discovery in a British consular bag 
of a package containing advance 
.secret plans for the insurgent of- 
fensive now under way on the Catal- 
onian front. 


When these secret plans were dis- 


covered they were found in a dip- 
lomatic pouch being carried across 
the Franco-Spanish border by Har- 
old Goodman, a British vice consul 
at San Sebastian. Goodman, how- 
ever, was not arrested.

Before Munich the world had the strange, and in its denounce- 


ment still not wholly clarified spectacle of "the flying premiers".

they are to be on the move again, prime Minister Chamberlain is go- 
ing to Rome in furtherance of his appeasement program.

But the Anglo-Italian agreement for peace 
in the Mediterranean and its bordering terrain is not yet in effective 
operation. The "British life line" is at least theoretically in question, 
and that is a problem of most vital interest to the British Premier.

dress. Governor Earle 
will 
hand 


over the reins of government to nis 
Republican successor 'in office. Su- 
perior Court Judge Arthur H, James, 
on January 17, and thus will end 
Pennsylvania's first Democratic ad- 
ministration in more than 40 years. 


The four years which Governor 


Earle will review were years filled 
with many changes and important 
state events. 
It was not thought 


improbable but that Governor Earle

•'-charges made against him and his 
Administration which resulted in a 
l e g i s l a t i v e investigation—which 
cleared him—and a grand jury in- 
vestigation now in progress.

ed a "protein". 


Men who have made allergies and 


their manifestations a life study tell 
us that an allergy is a tendency 
handed down from our ancestors. 
We know that it- is even possible for 
an unborn child to become sensitized 
because some foreign body may have 
icund its way from the mother's 
bloodstream to the child's through 
the walls of the blocd vessels. 


So if your child has severe in- 


testinal upsets after birth it may be 
Irom undigested food passing direct- 
ly into the bloodstream. 
Human 


milk rarely upsets, but cows' milk, 
being from a different species, is 
much more likely to cause trouble. 


In a medical treatise I once dis- 


covered a definition of proteins that 
has always impressed me. Here it 
is: Proteins represent the stream 
,

part of the essential jelly mate- 
rial of the living cell— what we 
call photoplasms. As a matter

the formation of proteins. 
In 


fact, the word means "to take 
first place". Where there are no 
proteins there is no life. 
We have had but little trouble 


with the quintuplets as far as' such 
allergies are concerned. The only 
exceptions to this have been sugars 
and starches. We have found that 
when our. margin for feeding these 
sugars was exceeded even slightly, 
rashes, itchy skins and often up- 
set digestions followed. 
It took us 


a little time to find out what was 
causing this trouble. Since we dis- 
covered- the cause we have taken no 
chances and have had no trouble. 


In suspecting an allergy in a 


child, one does well to remember 
that ccnditins other than an allergy 
may be causing something that looks 
just like it. For instance, take the 
quints. 
We found that too much 


light or heat, as from sun lamps. 
gave them the same irritated skin 
and stomach conditions as sugar did, 
and it took us several days to find 
it out. Harsh soaps will sometimes 
cause a rash and rough skins. 


We use little or no medicine In 


connection with the quints. But ;n 
ordinary practice I have known cer- 
tain drugs to induce symptoms in 
children which very much re \smbled 
an allergy. 
This is true bcth cf 


medicines given internally as well 
as those applied to the skin. 


Allergies usually induce only .mi- 


nor symptoms in people, but I well 
remember seeing an cdd case or two 
where a child became unconscious 
from the reaction, severe shock be- 
ing present. Sometimes I have been 
afraid that the child would die.

of the western hemisphere. 


Key Areas 


One of the key areas is the Carib- 


bean sea, now virtually undefended 
from the air, and the vital outpost 
of defense of the Panama Canal 
and southeastern United States. 


Another is Alaska, northern pivot

triangle. 


whose legs rest on the Panama 
Canal and Aleutian Islands, with 
Hawaii as its spearhead. 


The third area is the New England 
States. 


Both the latter are vital areas for 


protection of not only the continen- 
tal United States but of Canada, 
also, which the chief executive has 
included in the sphere of the Monroe 
doctrine.

In a surprising departure from her 
CIO favoritism, Secretary of Labor 
Perkins tartly warned warring labor 
factions they must quit quarreling 
at the expense of employers. 


Heretofore, Miss Perkins has ar- 


dently sympathized with- the CIO 
in its fight to supersede the;A. F. of 
L. In her annual report, however, 
she- urged general peace and de- 
manded an outright truce where em- 
ployers are unnecessarily embarrass- 
ed by the CIO-A. F. of L. feud. She 
insisted workers desired 
harmony 


and made it known she felt only 
CIO and A. F. of L. officers were 
preventing union cooperation. 


"The • most difficult and trouble- 


some disputes in the past year," 
wrote 
Miss 
Perkins, 
"have 
been 


those that involved both A. F. of L. 
and CIO unions in introducing their 
standing difference into a dispite. 
In cases of this sort the employer 
is placed • in a most unjustifiable 
position, and the good-will of the 
public toward labor is impaired." 


The Labor Secretary laid • down 


the ultimatum that "if the two 
groups cannot presently make a 
general peace between them they 
will at least have to make truce with 
regard to precipitating and aggra- 


vating disputes among themselves 
when sound relations to an employer 
is imperiled." 


"There is," added Miss Perkins, 


"overwhelming evidence that the 
vast majority of union members of 
both factions want peace and desire 
to cooperate with each other. In 
fact, it is a striking observation that 
in many areas, cities, states and so- 
forth, the two groups do act as 
though there were no breach, co- 
operating in a multitude of ways 
for the improvement of labor condi- 
tions. . When this behavior in the 
field is well established, peace be- 
tween the officers and at the top 
cannot be far behind," 


Miss Perkins said a careful can- 


vass "leads me to the conclusion that 
there are no very difficult intellectu- 
cal problems and no insurmountable 
organization problems in the labor 
peace situation," and that "only the 
will to peace needs to be deeply and 
personally felt by the leaders to 
realize reunion and the strength and 
progress that go with it."
